SHE WANTED TO DIE. 
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Mrs. Morosini Makes Three Attempts on 
Her Own Life. 

New York, September 22.—By far the most 
startling fact in conneetion with the elope- 
ment of Miss Morosini has come to light. It 
will be news to Victoria that her hasty and 
strange disappearance from home was followed 
by three attempts on the part of her grief- 
stricken mother to commit suicide. 

When the report of her missing daughter’s 
marriage to Ernest Schelling in this city was 
broken to Mrs. Morosini it completely un- 
nerved her. She fainted when told by her 
hushand that the minister Wi. had united Vic- 
toria to the coachman had made the fact pub- 
lic. The sorrowing woman was carried to her 
room, where she remained for hours moaning 
andcrying for herdaughter to return. This 
was on Wednesday succeeding the day the 
eouple left home. All that Mrs. Morosini 
wandered in her thoughts. She acted so 
queerly that a watch was placed upon her 
movements. 

Giovanni, her son, remained at her bedside. 
Just at daybreak something called him for a 
minute from the room.- It was only for a 
minute, but on returning “he saw a sight that 
he will never forget. His mother stood by an 
open closet with a bottle containing laudanum 
pressed to her lips. 

“My God, mother, what are you doing?” 
the young man cried as he rushed to her side 
and wrenched the vial from her grasp. 

Mrs. Morosini fell to the floor and was lifted 
up by her son, whose cries for help aroused 
the household. Messengers were dispatched 
for Dr. Pike, of Yonkers, and for neighbors. 
The physician found Mrs. Morosini in a criti- 
cal condition. She had taken, he 
thought, an enormousdose of poison, and 
in thaf lay her only chance for recovery. The 
usual antidotes were given, but it was not un- 
til nine o’clock that the patient was out of 
danger. The taking of an overdose had saved 
her life. The draught left Mr. Morosini so weak 
that stringency of the watch upon her was un- 
fortunately relaxed. That night again she 
gained possession of the same bottle, but dis- 
covery followed so quickly that she was not 
able to swallow any of the poison. The dan- 
gerous vial was putaway, but notina safe 
place. Mrs. Mooosini in some manner man- 
aged on Saturday night to get the bottle for 
the third time, when no one saw her. She 
drank its contents, and was only saved by the 
most prompt and active measures. 

All of Victoria’s finery has been sent to her, 
but not her bank book. She wrote for it, but 
it is not likely that will obtain possession of 
it, as her rather has placed an injunction upon 
the $1,500 deposited to her credit in the sav- 
ings bank, and will probably retain the 
book. 

The outlook appeared gloomy to the bride 
of two weeks. She had recovered somewhat 
from her illness caused by the departure of 
her father and mother from Yonkers, and be- 
gan to look her future in the face.

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THE WORLD ABROAD. 


The Relief Expedition to be Reduced toe Fiying 
Coliumn-—Tbe Progress of the Cholera —-Dem- 
onstrations in‘ Ireland -Belgian Mat- 
ters- Other Foreign News, 


Loxpox, September 22.—General Lord 
Wolseley has telegrdphed to the, war office to 
stop forwarding troops to Egypt for the 
present, The Marquis Hartington, secretary 
ef state for war, will hold a conference with 
the chief military officers to-day. It is be- 
lieved that the expedition for the relief of 
Khartoum will be reduced to a flying column, 
owing to the favorable news recently received 
from General Gordon. 

The reports that the-siege of Khartoum has 
collapsed, whfth have reached Cairo from 
various sources, are now confirmed by official 
telegrams. The preparations for the despatch 
of a camel corps to the Soudan continues with 
unabated vigor. 

A dispatch from the French consul at Khar- 
toum has been received in Cairo confirming 
the previous report that the siege of that city 
had been raised. The dispatch turther-states 
that the country in the neighborhood of Khar- 
toum is freed from rebels, and that the obtain- 
ing of food supplies is comparatively small. 
The French consul was on the point of start- 
ing for Dongola with Colonels Stewart and 
Pomer. 

Orders were received at Woolwick to-day 
from the admirality suspending work on the 
transports for Egyyt, but afterwards these 
orders were rescinded and instructions given 
to complete the shipment of stores without 
delay. 

It is reported that El] Mahdi intends to re- 
inforce his troops operating before Khartoum. 
The friendly Amarias have again defeated the 
Hadendowas, and the latter have appealed to 
Osman Digna for assistance. The Amarias 
lost thirty killed in the encounter. 

It is affirmed that the French consul in 
Cairo has been instructed by his government 
to make a formal demand upon Nubar Pasha, 
Egyptian prime minister, for the withdrawal 
of the letter issued on the 17th instant‘ sus- 
pending the sinking fund. 

Two fresh messages have been received from 
General Gordon, in which he still insists upon 
Turkish occupation of the Soudan. The Eng- 
lich newspapers, notably the Times and the 
Pall Mall Gazette, in commenting upon the 
vigorous campaign in Egyptam, favor an in- 
crease of the navy, and maintain the French 
navy is the equal if not superior to that of 
England. The revelation of the weakness of 
the English fleet, they contend, could almost 
produce a panic, 


The Black Flags Floating. 

Newry, September 22.—Great excitement 
prevailed here upon -the return of the nation- 
alist procession from Castle Wellan, where a 
demonstration was held to-day, during which 
a disturbance occurred. The streets were 
crowded and much cheering and hooting were 
indulged. Stones were thrown and windows 
smashed. The police at Castle Wellan charged 
on the mob and made several arrests. The 
mob thereupon attacked and wrecked the 
barracks, several persons being injured during 
the attack. Five black flags were floated from 
the markethouse. The disorders continued 
until a late hour.

FRANCE AND CHINA, 


The Chinese Postive That They Can Wipe 
Out the French, 

Lonpon, September 22.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Foo Chow says the cholera has 
decimated a village near that city. The Times 
correspondent at Foo Chow also says the 
Chinese are beginning to refuse to discriminate 
between French and other foreign residents. 
The dislike grows daily. In the event of an 
cutbreak, the native Christians will be the 
first to suffer and after them the foreigners. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to the Times 
saysa new complication has arisen in the 
Franco- Chinese difficulty. The block- 
ing of the bar at the mouth 
of the Woodsung river has been 
ordered by the Chinese authorities, although 
a passage for the ships of neutrals is to be 
lett. This action is due to the Chinese disbe- 
lief in the promises of the French. A verita- 
ble panic prevailg in Shanghai, and the mer- 
chants of the neutral powers have asked the 
naval commanders of these powers to take 
some action. The British consul has advised 
the Chinese authorities to obtain skilled for- 
eign assistants and keep traffic open. The 
Russian consuls have been ordered to protect 
French interests wherever the French consuls 
leave. The Russian fleet in Chinese waters 
comprises one ironclad, three cruisers, two 
corvettes and six gunboats. Three other iron- 
clads are expected to arrive. This strength, 
in view of the smallness of the Russian inter- 
ests in China, is considered significant. 

The Times Foo Chow dispatch, as an iilus- 
tration of the ignorance and self-delusion of 
the Chinese, instances the case of a young in- 
telligent Chinaman who spent seven years at 
Yale and Harvard colleges, and who asserts 
that the Chinese refrain from attacking the 
French from lofty motives. The Chinese, 
this young man says, could blot out the French 
fleet to-morrow if they were disposed. 


The National League. 

Dusiin, September 22.—The national league 
held a meeting at Ballina Sloe, Joseph M. 
Kenny, member of the house of commons for 
Ennis, declared that Ireland would never be 
conteuted until she was free. The Irish mem- 
bers of the house of commons, he said, oppose 
the liberal government because they expect 
more from the conservatives. Resolutions 
were adopted in favor of independence and 
peasant proprietary. Parneli was cheered as 
the future premier of Ireland. 


An Unpopular American. 

Bertin, September 22.—The Boerson Cou- 
rier commenting on the sudden resignation of 
H. Sydney Everett, the first secretary of the 
American Jegation at Berlin says: ‘The rela- 
tions of Everett with the American colony in 
Berlin have lately become unbearable. Ever- 
ette no longer possesses the confidence of 
his countrymen.

Loyvon, September 22.—The daily bulletin 
of the progres-of cholera in Italy is as follows 
for Sunday: Bergamo province, 14 cases and

deaths ; Genoa province, 11 cases and 6 deaths; 
Naples province, 70 cases aud 46 deaths; Spe- 
zia city, 19 cases and 12 deaths; Naples city, 
303 cases and 101 deaths; elsewhere 30 cases 
and 12 deaths. Total, 462 cases and 193 deaths. 

Severrl newspapers praise the action of the 
pope in founding a hospital near the vatican, 
and dwell especially upon his intention of 
personally visiting the hospital in the event 
of a cholera outbreak in Rome. 

There were six new eases of cholera and 
four deaths at Alicante Sunday, and nine new 
cases and five deaths at Tarragona.

The Assignment for a Second Time of New- 
comb, Buchanan & Co. 

LovisviL_e, September 22.—An assingn~- 
ment was placed on record to-day by the 
great whisky company of Newcomb, Buchan- 
en & Company, the largest house of the kind 
in the south, and one of the largest in the 
United States. Other assignments for the 
benefit of the creditors were filed by George 
C. Buchanan and Andrew Buchanan, mem- 
bers of the firm. The deeds of assign- 
men are all ee in their terms, 
merely setting forth that the company’s ‘lia- 
bilities are more than their assets, and that 
finding themselves unable to meet just de- 
mands upon them they seuvey all their 
property, real and personal, for the benefit of 
their creditors. They except such property 
asisexemptunder the statutes. George W. 
Morse is made assignee of the company 
of George C. and of Andrew Buchanan. The 
Newcomb, Buchanan company failed about two 
years ago, but succeeded in obtaining an ex- 
tension from their creditors. Their liabilities 
were then about $150,000, while their actual 
assets were $200,000. Since then they have 
paid off many of their old debts by contract- 
ing new ones, and reducing the bulk of their 
assets. 

W.T. Rolph, manager of the mercantile 
agency of R. G. Dun & Co., was inclined to 
treat the whole affair lightly, as being merely - 
the culmination of their failure two years ago.

A YOUNG’ BOY SHOOTS HIS COM-

Cleveland Visited by Another Destructive 
Conflagration, 

CLEVELAND, September 22.—The scenes ‘at 
the great fire two weeks ago were repeated 
yesterday on a similar scale. The fire was 
thought at one time to have originated by an 
accident, but to day’s occurrences led to the 
belief that it may have been of incendiary or- 
igin. The fire broke out in Monroe Brothers 
& Company’s lumber yards on the upper flats 
and destroyed a large amount of property, ia- 
cluding two million feet of lumber. When 
the flames were under control a dense smoke 
was seen pouring from the inside of the firm's 
dry heuse. There was no fire 
outside of the building and ne 
wind to blow the sparks from the large fire 
and it was undoubtedly the work of incendia- 
ries. Thesecond fire was extinguished with 
a loss of about $3,000. Between three and four 
o’clock in the afterncen, when the fire de- 
partment were about to go home, a thick 
smoke, as if from coal oil, suddenly poured 
forth from an inside drying shed in Browne, 
Strong & Co.’s lumber yard, some distance 
from the yard of Monroe Bros. & Co. Two 
suspicious looking men having been seen 
watching this fire at its inception without a 
motion to give an alarm, strength- 
ens the theory of arson. When 
this last fire broke out and it 
became certain that incendiaries were at work, 
word was sent to the neighboring town for 
help, and engines came from Akron, Paines- 
ville, Sandusky, Elyra and Ashtabula. At? 
o’elock in the evening the fire was under con- 
trol, and no further trouble is apprehended. 
Monroe Brothers & Co’s. loss is estimated at 
$66,000; insurance, $160,000. Brown, Hireng 
& Co’s. loss is estimated at from $140,100 to

jnrybox. In this county there are over six courts 
irequently in session at the same time, and in all 
of which the city has cases, the supreme and su- 
perior courts, the city court of Atlanta, the fed- 
eral court and the four justice courts. In al! ef 
these courts, except the federal court and two jus- 
tice courts, the city is concerned in litigation, 
though the bulk of the litigation is in the city 
and superior courts. At times the city att@rney is 
called upon to prosecute cases before the recorder. 
Besides, he has t© attend the meetings 
oithe general council, and often of the commit- 
tees: and various, intricate and abstruse ques- 
tions of law are constantly referred to him by the 
city council, orsome of the officials, for advice 
ora written opinion.

Disappointed in Love, Life Loses its Beauties and 
the Youth Favored of Fortune Wanders Into 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death from 
Whence There is No Returning.

He would draw his body up, twist about on 
the bed and opening his mouth gasp for air. 
Dr. Nicolson knew that he was strangling 
aud that there was no possible relief. Alex- 
ander’s face by this time time 
was purple and his eyes seemed _ ready 
to pop from his head. Dr. 
Nicolson sat beside him counting his pulse, 
waiting forthe fatal moment tocome. He 
knew thatthe ball had passed through that 
part of the lung where the blood vessels are 
largest and that these blood vessels had been 
ruptured and that the blood from them had 
permeated the lungs so thoroughly and com- 
pletely that air was excluded. ‘lhe lungs could 
not receive the air necessary for life, and as 
the drops of blood filled the hung, forcing the 
particles of air away, death advanced. It was 
a slow fight, but a certain one, and the victory 
belonged to death. Little by little the man’s 
hfe went out, and as each particle of. life took 
its departure death came in. The struggle 
was a terrible sight to witness, but finally death 
came and relieved his great torture. Alexander 
was perfectly conscious up to within fifteen 
minutes previous to his death and 

REALIZED THAT HE WAS DYING. 
He fought hard for fife, and even after he 
became unconscious continued the struggle. 
When his last breath left nim and those about 
laid him tenderly down, his face and neck 
were almost black. 

Young Alexander’s suicide is one of the 
most sensational thatever occurred in Atlanta. 
He was a young man—just nineteen—and 
in his own pame was worth $75,000. He was 
quite popular with those who knew him well 
and his suicide was a genuine surprise to 
them. He killed himself because of a love 
affair. Several months ago he met Miss Dell 
Hutchins,a young lady scarcely thirteen years 
old. Sheis a pretty, bright child with a 
wealth of black hair and piercing black eyes. 
She has a sweet attractive face, and works 
six days out of each week to aid her widowed 
mother, who resides quietly in Jamestown. 
She is modest and faithful and obedient to her 
mother. When Alexandor first began 
Visiting the young lady, Mrs. Hutchins paid 
but little attention to it, thinking 
it merely ai childish whim, but when 
Alexander’s attention became so marked that 
comment ensued, Mrs. Hutchins’s undertook 

TO BREAK THE AFFAIR UP. 

The young lady found him attentive and 
kind and was slow to obey her mother’s man- 
date when she bade her see Alexander no 
more, but she was obedient. Alexander’s re- 
latives too were opposed to his visiting the 
young ledy, and did all they could to draw 
him away from his youthful love, but 
he had ahead of his own, and continued to 
nourish in his heart the picture of her whom 
he loved so dearly, and for whom he killed 
himself. After being separated by the will of 
both families, the young lady and Alexander 
would occasionally meet on the streets. 
These meetings resulted in. short 
interviews, but nothing came of 
them, until finally the child’s ~ mother 
ascertained what was going on. She then 
peremptorily ordered her daughter to talk to 
Alexander no more, and was obeyed. The 
next time she met Alexander she imparted 
her instructions to him and informed him that 
they would have to abide thereby. This 
seemed a death blow to the young man, who 
loved with all the ardor youth bestows, 
and he pleaded for eniency, but 
received the same answer. After that Alex- 
ander would watch for her as she went from 
her daily work, and at a distance follow her. 
He would not be offensive in this, but seemed 
to try to evade her observation, 

REING SATISFIED TO LOOK AT HER ONLY. 
Finally he could stand it no longer, and on 
Saturday evening he met heron the street, 
and speaking to her, asked if he might walk a 

viece. She gave him a negative answer, but 
be would not leave her until she told him she 
would. call the police if he did not 
go away. This was more than Alex- 
ander could bear, and then and there he de- 
cided toend what to him was a miserable 
life. He entered a drug store and purchasing 
the phial of laudanum, went near the young 
lady’s house, where he stood quite a while. 


As he walked away he tore up a letter or two: 


and dropped the pieces on the street. No one 
knows what the letter was. [t may have been 
to the one he leved so dearly, 
forételling her of the terrible deed 
he committed. He then went home 
and showing the laudanum io his sister avow- 
éd his intention to kill himsels. His sister 
took the laudanum from him and he went into 
his: room and securing his pistol came back 
before his sister’s eyes and committed the aw- 
ful deed. 

Alexander repented his rash act before he 
died, and that same night expressed 
a desire to get well. The next 
day, when he appeared so much better he 
spoke confidently of his recovery, and made 
apparent to all around him his sorrow for 
whathe had done. Even after he found that 
death was inevitable he said he regretted the 
deed, and that he wanted to get well. 

Alexander was the son of Thos. Alexander, 
Sr., and had a bright future before hin. 
He had everything Cis ample fortune could 
give him and was endowed with a good mind 
which had been trained. He was much liked 
by his friends, but had a retiring disposition 
and never mingled with the world a great 
deal. His family was devoted to him and his 
tragic death has proven a great blew to them 
all. He died at his sister’s, Mrs. Boge Adair’s 
in Weet End.

Features of the Speculative Movements in 
Grain and Produce, 
By telegraph to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, September 22—Eighty cent corn aud 
75c wheat was presented on 'change to-day. Wheth- 
er the relative value of these cereals ever before 
presented such a strange contrast is not personally 
known, but this recent condition of affairs is ac- 
knowledged to be very unusual. Early in to-day’s 
trading strenuous efforts were made by the short 
interest to cover their trades, but there were no 
adequate offerings until the very pinnacle of high 
prices were reached—S80c—wheu there were offers 
to sell, The market then dropped off to 77c, rose 
to 79¢ and closed at that figure. The present high 
prices haye apparently killed new speculation, 
very few operators having coverage to create any 
larger short intcrest than now exists even at the 
maximum figures. Theextentof the deal appears 
not to be clearly understood, nor is it known who 
the parties are that are now in supreme control of 
the market; but whoever they are, they have thus 
far demonstrated their ability to retain control of 
the market and name any figures they choose jfor 
near deliveries. The claim is made that the short 
interest is still sufficiently large to advance the 
price to $1 a bushel, anda desire is shown to dosg. 
September corn opened at 72c, rose W%cand lcata 
time until 80c was reached, when a decline of Ic 
occurred, which was the closing price on the regu- 
lar board and also at the afternoon session, Octo- 
ber rose 344c, broke off again, but closed nearly at 
the best figures of the day. November also ad- 
vanced Ic, while all the year and May showed lit- 
tle change.

When we held: the convegtion last 
spring, we all hoped for. better sales. But 
goods that sold then at six and seven cents 
are pow worth only five to. six cents a yard. 
We do not know how the prices will go in the 
future. Goods may continue to £0 down. 
Millers are afraid to buy cotton lest the 
market drops before they can work off the 
stock. Jtisasort of speculation that legiti- 
mate business will not stand.” 

‘But suppose eotton drops soon ?’’ 

‘‘] don’t see how that can do the mills any 
good as long as overproduction stares us in the 
face. The secret of the whole thing is we have 
got to slack up and let the demand overtake 
us. That is the object of the meeting that we 
are now discussing. We have got to arrange 
seme plan by which we ean let upon cloth 
making for awhile. The factories must ar- 
range and agree not to run on more than half 
or two-thirds time until In the winter some 
where, say about February. You the 
supply of goods is abnormal and the solution 
of the trouble is to 

RUN ALONG ON SHORT TIME 
until the market is not so overstocked. If we 
run on full time, and go on piling up goods, 
what’s to come of the market? We 
thought the bottom was out when goods were 
accent higher than they are now, 
ihey come down.” 

‘‘Is there any money in present prices?” 

‘‘No. The sactories are running solely to 
keep their operatives together and for their 
benefit. There is $350,000 invested in my 
mill, and it is practically idle. It earns no 
dividends.

An Tlinois Regiment Looking Up Its Col- 
ors Lostin Front of Atlanta. 

The following correspondence between Mr. 
Francis P, Fisher and Bishop Beckwith in 
reference to the regimental colors of the Fifty- 
fifth Illinois, captured before Atlanta on the 
memorable 22d of July, 1864, will explain it- 
self and the desired information will doubtless 
be forthcoming: 

CHICAGO, September 18tb, 1884.—Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Reckwith, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: Will you 
kindly pardon the undersigned for bespeaking 
your good offices in behalf of one of the Illinois 
regiments in the “‘Jate unpleasantness,’’ provided 
of course you can aid us without too great a tax 
upon your valuable time. Allow me briefly to 
state the circumstances. On the 22d day of July, 
i-(4, the Sth regiment of Llinois yolunteer in- 
fantry lost their colors (regimental and national) 
before Atlanta, Ga., in the charge made by Gen- 
eral Hood. We have never been able to ascertain 
what regiment captured the coiors, nor where the 
colors now are, if indeed, they are still in exis- 
tence. We have been informed that they are in 
Atianta, but have ne means of knowing. The d5th 
regiment prepose te hold @-reuntor on the 
S0th and 3lsat of next October, (the first since 
the war) at Canton, UL, and we thonght 
ii the “‘eolors?’ conld be restored to us on that oc- 
eesion, it would be a very happy affair. Now it 
pas gccurred to us that you would be in a posi- 
tidn to learn something in regard to the where- 
abouts of the lost colors. If not in Atlanta you 
may be able to give us some idea where these are 
likely to he~- kept. have no doubt 
that with the restored happy relations 
between the north and south, there 
woul dbe no difficulty in getting: the colors back, 
provided, they can be found. We would be grate- 
inl fer any service you can render usin this dirce- 
tion, and esteem it as a great favor, if consistent 
with your other duties, to make some inquiries in 
our behalf among those who would be likely to 
know aboutit.
